British Periodicals. 


The Edinburgh, London Quarterly, West- 


minster, North British, and Black wood's Mag- 
azine, have been, for nearly half a cenlury, 
the leading Journals of Great Britain, the 
canons of literary criticism and merit, and the 
prominent exponents of the principles of the 
parties they represent. The Edinburgh Re- 
view is the oldest, the ablest and most digni- 
fied of its class. It was commenced under 
the care of Lord Brougham, the Rev. Sydney 
Smith, and Francis Jeffrey, and was tho or- 
gan of the liberal, or Whig party in politics. 
Its standard of literary criticism has been high 
and honorable. 
Its pages have been enriched 


by the productions of some of the finest minds 
of the age. 
Under its auspices, authors of 


merit and genius, b<it who were unsupported 
by influence, or had not a name in " the cir- 
cles," have been fostered into popularity, and 
made to exercise that weight which their tal- 
enta demanded. 
Imbecility and mediocrity 


have withered beneath its breath, and its cen- 
sures have almost immortalized some writers, 
by " damning them to everlasting fame." Its 
mighty voice has been lifted against the abu- 
ses of privilege and the corruptions of power. 
It has weakened the bonds of mental and go- 
vernmental tyranny, and besotted prejudice 
has given way before its appeals and argu- 
ments. It has also done much to disabuse the 
minds of the British people of the prejudices 
that had been inculcated by venal writers 
and hired emissaries, who have given distort- 
ed views of our government and people. Du- 
ring those struggles in which the English na- 
tion and ourj have boon belligerent parties, it 
has raised high its voice of impartiality and 
judgment, and meted out praise and censure 
with an equal hand. It has made itself re- 
nowned by its unanswerable and eloquent ap- 
peals jn behalf of inalienable rights, and hu- 
man liberty. It has, in &bort, been liberal, 
progressive, humanitarian, and reformatory, 
and whatever tended to these results, has had 
its fostering care and powerful advocacy. 


The influence of this journal finally awaken- 
ed the jealousy of toryisui and the administra- 
tion, and to counteract it, the London Quar- 
terly Review was established, and William 
Gilford was cboaen for its Editor. 
Gifford 


was a critic, a satirist, and a politician. He 
was a virulent tory, and a strong, bitter, and 
vigorous pai tizan writer. -He was aho nar- 
row-minded1 and bigoted. He had risen by 
the mere force of his talents and ambition 
from an bumble station, to be the leader and 
organ of a great party. In the Editorship of 
his Review ,) he was assisted by some of the 
first men in] the nation ; and the pages of the 
London Quarterly were graced with the pro- 
ductions of scholars, poets, philosophers, 
statesmen nnd churchmen 
During a long 


period of years, these two journals have wa- 
ged a strenuous and embittered warfare, as 
the representatives of the antagonistic princi- 
ples of the great lending parties of the British 
government. 


The Westminster Review is an able Jour- 


nal, and was established to represent the prin- 
ciples of the Radicals, or ultra-liberal party 
of the British House of Commons. It has 
been the medium of a series of powerful arti- 
cles against tory and exclusive privilcg«s, he- 
reditary right, kingly prerogative, and the 
other means of oppression that prevail under 
a monarchical and despotic government. Tho 
astounding developements concerning the 
wretchedness, starvation and suffering of the 
wining population, and manufacturing opera- 
tives, fint appeared in its pages. It bns also 
maintained a manful war agmngt the alliance 
of church and state ; and hoary abuses and 
giant wrongs, and evils walled up by power 
and prejudice, have been the objects of its 
unceasing attacks. Cobden, the great Re- 
former. has latterly found in it a strong ally 


the liberal and radical party of Great Britain, 
have been directed without fear or remorse, 
and Mmetimei without even the proprieties of 
political warfare. But itt articles have been 
in the most brilliant and fascinating style—its 
rhetoric has been faultless—and, above all, it 
has been consistent in its opposition to liberal- 
ism, so that, however obnoxious might be its 
principles, none could fail to be charmed and 
interested in its perusal. It has also contain- 
ed biographies, histories, narratives of travel, 
and polite fictions of the first ability, and of 
great interest. 
Many of the serial works of 


Balwer, and other distinguished writers, have 
been published in it, and have done much to 
extend its popularity. 


In brief these works are the reflection of 


the thinking minds of Great Britain. 
If any 


excitement has agitated that country, or poli- 
tical and literary movements have swayed the 
current of thought and opinion, they have 
been the moving cause, or, taking a deep and 
active part,—have controlled, governed and 
directed it. They have given scope and 
force to the principles of their respective par- 
ties. Their approval has crowned with suc- 
cess new schemes of policy—their censure has 
branded and ruined the best laid plans to 
build up an interest or a faction. They have 
given new direction, to popular inquiry, and 
opened new fields for its exercise. They have 
whetted the edge of popular curiosity, and 
unfolded to the people, views and principles 
that hud long laid hidden from them. A more 
liberal search after truth, a fuller and freer 
expression of opinion, and greater indepen- 
deice of thought have been the fruits of their 
investigations and teachings. In short, they 
have opened a new chapter in the history of 
mind, and what will be the mighty effects of 
which they have been the exciting cause, is 
hard to calculate or determine. 


These works well deserve a place in the li- 


brary of every intelligent and reflecting Amer- 
ican, who wishes to understand the true con- 
dition of affairs in great Britain.

trip tlieir neighbors, not in real goodness, but
